The Nursery Business. 


From an article in a Richmond paper, we 
learn that one firm alone of that city filled 
15,000 orders during the past year, sending 
out 400,000 apple trees; 50000 pear trees; 
25,000 cherry trees; 5,000 plums; 150,000 
peaches; 8,600 apricot; 2,400 nectarines; 
8,000 quince; 150,000 grape; 147,000 straw- 
berry; 6,300 raspberry; 7,200 blackberry; 
15,500 goosebrry ; 8,900 currant; 16,800 as- 
paragus; and 3,700 rhubarb. 

No small part of the large shipments from 
the Richmond and Norfolk nurseries comes 
to Georgia, in addition to the vast quanities 
shipped to us from the more Northern mar- 
kets. And yet not one of these young trees 
or plants are adapted to our climate; they 
have to undergo a process of acclimatization, 
that thins them out dreadfully, or leaves them 
in a weak impoverished condition. 

Let us grow our own fruit-trees. Every con- 
dition for the successful pursuit of this lucra- 
tive branch of business can be found on the 
hills that surround the city. The climate, 
soll and local demand are alike favorable. 
Enterprising men, who will take advantage 
of these golden opportunities, are only lack - 
ing. Who will lead the way in producing 
trees and plants that are sure to live after 
they are transplanted ?

Then there are 133 
finding work as preserve-makers, 11 as potted 
meat makers, and 17 in the concoction of 
preserved veget@bles. 

American women have happily been ex- 
empt from many of the exhaustive employ- 
ments of life. This state of things can not 
always last. When the time comes, as it 
already has in some of the olden sections of the 
country, that a large number of our women 
must depend upon their own unaided efforts 
for a living, they will find as many opportu- 
nities open for the really skillful and com- 
petent, as now exist in European countries. 

An article in the April number of Scrib- 
ner's Magazine shows what women can do 
when they set about it in earnest. In the 
division of issues of the Treasurer's office, in 
Washington, from thirty to forty women are 
constantly engaged in the counting of the 
new, crisp notes, that we sometimes re-count 
in minute lots. Years of experience have 
made them marvelously expert and almost 
infallible. The rapidity with which the 
nimble fingers manipulate the notes aston- 
ishes the beholder. The lady, who‘super- 
intends this department, has often counted 
fifty thousand notes in five hours and a 
half—a rate of nine thousand and ninety 
notes every hour, one hundred and fifty 
every minute, and two and a half every 
second. Every note, whether legal-tender o: 
fractional, that we have even seen, has 
passed under their skillful fingers. The 
aggregate amount is almost incomprehensi- 
ble—nearly three thousand million dollars. 

All the work of assorting damaged curren- 
cy, and detecting counterfeits, in the redemp- 
tion division, is done by women: No small 
taek of itself,—about one hundred thousand 
dollars of fractional currency having to be 
handled each day. The lords of creation 
would make a poor showing alongside of the 
women whose quickness of perception and 
dexterity make them the most expert and 
accurate counters of money in the country, 
About three hundred and fifty dollars of 
counterfeit money are discovered each day in 
the redemption division. 

The very difficult task of identifying and 
restoring notes that have passed through a 
fire, or have been nibbled by mice into tiny 
fragments, or half digested by calves or goats, 
or otherwise mutilated beyond all seeming 
possibility of restoration, falls to the delicate 
fingers of women. The Ohicago and Boston 
fires have for the last year and a half fur- 
nished burnt notes enough to keep all the ex- 
perts of the office constantly employed. 

We trust that we have given enough facts 
to prove that dependent women need not 
despair; that there are many means of sup- 
port, other than the needle or the school, to 
which they can resort; that in truth, they 
have only to make themselves thoroughly 
competent to do whatever they will. We 
are all subject to the same rule, and rightly, 
too. Incompetency is the bane of em- 
ployments.

The Wrecks of the Past. 


An idea of the comparative magnitude of 
the late disaster may be obtained from the 
following statement of the prominent marine 
accidents since 1840: 

In the month of March, 1841, the steamer 
President sailed from this port with a large 
number of passengers; when two days out 
she is supposed to have encountered a terri- 
ble gale, and was never again heard from. 
On the 28th of April, 1847, the Exmouth, an 
emigrant ship from Londonderry, was 
wrecked and nearly 240 lives lost. A Still 
more disastrous wreck was that of the 
Royal Adelaide, which occurred on the 
Tongue Sands, off Margate, on which occa- 
sion 400 lives were lost. In September, 1850, 
the Edmond was lost on the west- 
ern coast of Ireland, and more than half 
of the 200 passengers perished. Upon the 
occasion of the loss of the troop ship Birken- 
head in Simon’s Bay, South Africa, in Febru- 
ary, 1852, 454 of the crew and soldiers per- 
ished. Again, in 1853, just a year after 
this, the Independence took fire on the coast 
of lower California, and 140 persons were con- 
sumed by the flames or drowned in the sea.
